Be Made to Suffer 


Evidence Being Collected Against 
Those Who Made War 
Paris. — Sir Gordon Heward, the 
British attorney-general and meniber 
on the committee on responsibility 
for the war, made a brief statement 
for the press of the British view of 
punishment of eneniy offenders, ac- 
cording to an official communique: 
“The British view,” said the attor- 
ney-general, “undoubtedly is that 
these offenders, hoWever highly plac- 
ed, must be made to suffer suitable 
punishment without any avoidable de- 
lay. i 
“Who precisely are these offenders; 
what offence will be charged ‘against 
them, and by what ptocess punish- 
ment will be imposed are questions 
requiring most careful consideration. 
Nor is it convenient to discuss these 
questions, as many questions before 
the peace conference may be dis- 
cussed, publicly. The commission of 
offegce and punishments is really 
engaged in a task of criminal in- 
vestigation and for that task secrecy 
is no-less important than despatch. 
“Three sub-committeés have. al- 
ready been appointed, “one to collect 
and examine the facts, and the other 
to consider questions of lawman : 
“The foundation of the whole mat- 
ter must, of course, be evidence, and 
in this department, as well as upon 


by the law officers of the crown. A 
great mass of most valuable material 
has already been brought together 
and this work is being continued 
without pause.” 


Money Advanced Belgium 

Paris. — Ten million francs have 
been advanced to Belgium by Great 
Britain, France and the United States, 
this amount to be deducted from the 
first instalment of the war indemnity 
te be paid by Germany, according to 
Havas despatches from Brussels.

London. — Former Premier As- 
quith, addressing a great mass meet- 
ing at Albert Hall, in support of a 
league of nations, said that rarely had 
so great an ideal passed so rapidly 
into practice, It fulfills a world-wid- 
need and must have a world-wide or- 
ganization, he declared. 


Mr. Asquith said it had been ac- 
cepted in principle by the statesmen 
at the Paris conference and that it in 
itself had made the-war worth fight- 
ing. He emphasized that the league 
must :calously respect the sover- 
eignty of the states, great and small, 
which are its members within her 
own domains-and over their affairs. 
Temptations to war must be removed 
by the prohibition of conscription and 
the scaling down of armaments. He 
added that nationalization or inter- 
nationalization in the sense of effec- 
tive control of the manufacture and 
transportation of munitions might be 
necessary as an additional precaution. 

In closing, Mr. Asquith emphasized 
the importance of the league in view 
of social unrest and upheaval and 
suggested that a league of classes 
was perhaps no more utopian than a 
league of nations seemed five 
ago.
